Amalgamated association. He main- 
tained that the proposition offered by 
Mr. Morgan had been eminently £air 
aad -should have been accepted right 
there by President Shatter if he had 
had the interests of his fellow work- 
ers at heart. Mr, Hicfcey reported that 
7" per cent of the mills are now work- 
ing and that, in his opinion, the strike 
is practically lost. 


Mr. Hickey also accused President 


Shaffer of having printed a constitu- 
tion uf the Amalgamated association 
in which three important clauses wore 
eliminated. 
He said Mr. Shaffer as- 


sumed an attitude of defiance during 
the I-'ittsbur^ conference last week, 
and had little to say in answer to 
questions imt to him. The other mem- 
ber:; of the executive board, however, 
se'-nu.-'j to be in accord with Shaffer's 
vice's.

A conservative estimate 
of .the 


amount oi strike benefits that are to 
be paid by tho Amalgamated Associa- 
tion to its striking members Is placed 
at $40.000 every week. This is basing 
the number of beneficiaries at 10.000 
and the average payment to a rnembsr 
at $! a week. Secretary Williams of 
the association said tbat the payments 
will be made every two weeks, com- 
mencing Sept. 14, and will be contin- 
ued so long as the strike lasts- He 
declares there will be plenty of money 
to earc for all the striking members, 
and in cases where the $t is not 
enough for the care of a member and 
bla family more will be given. 


The strikers stole a march on the 


manager of the Star tin plant and took 
from him nine of a party of 12 non- 
unionists being taken to the mill. The 
men arrived from Philadelphia and 
were mat by a large force of police- 
men, who had orders to see tbat they 
were safely landed in an omnibus to 
be driven to the mill. After the vehi- 
cle left the station it was surrounded 
by a crowd of 350 strikers. 
Stones 


and vile epithets were hurled at tho 
newcomers, and in spite of the efforts 
of the driver of the bus to speed his 
team, the strikers reached the mill 
ahead of the nonunlonlsts, completely 
overpowered the two lone policoir.en 
stationed tliere Rn« literally carried 
oft nine of the men and lodged them 
In a hotel, the other three being pulled 
Into the mill yard by company people.

Albany, N. Y., Sept. 2.—A frightful 


fate befell the family of Wilbur Alex- 
ander, a large contractor of this city. 
A naphtha launch exploded on Hud- 
son rivnt at "The Abbey," a mile and 
a half below this city, killing Mrs. 
Alexander and her little daughter and 
burning Wilbur Alexander 
and his 


son, Wilbur Jr.. 12, in a horrible man- 
ner. The accident was the termina- 
tion of a'day's outing on the river. On 
the journey home Mr. Alexander was 
taken 111. He ran the launch into a 
side .cut near "The Abbey." 
The 


launch was tied near ths shore. The 
son went to give sdiae medicine to 
his father, who was lying in the st«rn 
of the launch. The boy carried a lan- 
tern and as he passed the tank con- 
taining naphtha an explosion occur- 
red, scattering the blazing fluid in 
every direction, setting fire to tbe 
launch. Mrs. Alexander

daughter were near the tank and thftir 
bodies were completely covered with 
the burning oii. The son jumped into 
the water when the explosion took 
place. Mr. Alexander rushed to tha 
assistance o£ his wife and daughter;

Heavily and Country Surround-

erably Damaged. 


Cleveland, Kept 
2. — Citizens of 


Cleveland awoi:e in luok upon a. seena 
o£ unparalleled devastation and de- 
struction caused by a raging Saosi. 
While the entire city was more or less 
affected, tho great volume of raging 
water vented its anger over miles.of 
"he eastern portion of the city, and 
caused an araouut of damage approxi- 
mated, at 
$1,000,000. The appalling 


Dverilow was caused by a terrific rain 
that turned into a perfect cloudburst 
The storm, according to the ^Yeaiher 
officials. was the heaviest that ever 
swept, Cleveland. That no lives were 
lost is nothing short of a. miracle, as 
tln> stories of thrilling escapas from 
the water on several of the principal 
resident streets o£ the city are tolii.. 
The surging water spread over an 
area in the east nearly eight miles 
long and a mile and a halt wine. 


Great volumes of water poured over 


from Doan and Giddings brooks uusva 
Quincy street, swamped Vienna street, 
rushed over Cedar avenue, back over 
on East Prospect street, rushed like 
a millrace down Lincoln avenue to 
Rut-lid avenue, ami then ou to Glen 
Park plact. where houses were tinftef- 
mined as though byilt of straw and 
almost 
incredible damage 
done to 


streets End property. Over a large 
share of this exclusive residence ter- 
ritory the water rushed witn terrific 
force, varying in depth from one to 
six: feet. Culverts, trestles and bridges 
were torn down, and for hours nothing 
seemed capable of stemming the tide. 


The torrent succeeding in under- 


mining a score of graves in the St. Jo- 
seph cemetery, and the bodies were 
soon being tossed about in. the waters. 
Fully a dozen of the corpses were 
washed into "gutters. 


The street railways will suffer an 


immense loss, extending in varying 
degrees over every portion ot" the city. 
The Big Consolidated will have to re- 
build its tracks over different parts 
of the inundated east end district, and 
the loss is placed at $50,000. The Su- 
pericV street trestle of the Little Con- 
solidated is practjcally ruined and this 
with other serious damage in the lines 
of the company extending away over 
in the west side will run their Joss 
way up into the thousands. 


The train service on all roads was 


blocked from two to six hours by the 
fearful effect of the storm and flootL 
Every road entering the city was terri- 
bly handicapped by sand 
and dirt 


which was swept over the tracks. Sev- 
eral washouts occurred, the worst be- 
ing on the Lake Shore near G-ordon 
Park, where the trestle was buffeted 
about by the force of the water until 
rendered almost worthless. 
In many 


cases the fear stricken residents bat- 
tered down cellar walls in order to 
give the torrent an outlet and prevent 
the swamDinsr of their entire homes.

Iu all the northern states, from 
the Alleghanies to the Pacific, with the 
exception of Ohio, Idaho and Oregon, 
nonresident hunters must now secure 
licenses at a cost of ,?10 to S40."

Is the general recognition of the princi- 
ple that game preservation is a nation- 
al rather than a local question, and or- 
ganized effor; has accomplished more 
this year than ever before. 


The American Ornithologists' union, 


interested especially in the preserva- 
tion of iiougiime birds, has secured the 
enactment of a practically uniform law 
in eight states and the District of Co- 
lumbia and incidentally the adoption of 
u uniform definition of game birds.

it "was before the Dlngley tariff rates 
•were adopted, which are the highest 
that the country ever saw. This pro- 
tection prohibits any kind of wool that 
SB . grown in the United States from 
coming la. frpin otber countries. Our 
•vroolgrowers therefore have a monopo- 
ly .of the home market except for spe- 
cial kinds of wools not produced here. 
The extraordinary fall In the price of 
wool has been brought about by the 
greed of tlie protectionists. 
The ad- 


vance in tSie price cf wool when this 
high tariff /went into effect and the de- 
mand for cheap clothing induced n.an- 
utacturers to mix other materials, most- . 
ly cotton, .-with just enough wool to 
give it a woolen appearance. The poo- 
pie that labor demanded cheap cloth- 
ing — In'- fact, they could pay for no other 
—and now, having become used to this 
mixed cheap material at the low prices, 
they --continue to want and purchase it. 
The stores are full of fake "woolen 
goods" that look well, but with a very 
small proportion of wool in their com- 
position. 


Protection does not protect any lon- 


ger; it is killing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs. If it was not for the in- 
crease in the demand for mutton and 
lamb, the sheep industry would be at 
a feliinustfli. fcut the high price the beef 
trust is charging for beef and the wis- 
dom of the sheep growers in raising 
mutton sheep have overcome to a great 
extent tlie American prejudice against 
mutton, and the price of sheep lias kept 
up while wool has been falling. There 
is no credit to be given to the Dingley 
tariff for this condition of affairs, as 
there is-no importation of mutton, ami 
If the tariff on wool \v:i>- reduced to a 
revMiuv biisis- it wouid stimulate the 
manufacturers to u^c more wool and 
the price would advance. Wool cloth- 
ing will outlast the rubbish that Is now 
being palmed off on the AiuoHcan peo- 
ple three for 'one and considering the 
qu.-'.iity can be purchased cheaper than 
ever before, arid yet but a comparative- 
ly few are able to boy "ail wool aad a 
y;ml wide."

RURAL MAIL DELIVERY.- 


A Sew Ftotore to Be Added lo tlie 


Service. 


The 'rural free delivery service will 


in a fen' weeks furnish its patrons 
stumped envelopes bearing return no- 
tices stating the route on which they 
were mailed. In case of nondelivery, 
says a Washington dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Ledger, they w:.ii be sent 
back to the carrier who first collected 
them and be by bins returned to the 
person who first deposited the letter in 
the mails. 
This new feature of the 


service is Intended to give the rural 
patron the same facilities that are now 
.enjoyed by those vvho live iu the cities 
,nud to render their letters more secure 
in the moils. 


There were 30 new rontes adde^ to 


tbe rural service recently. .Mid the 
service will be greatly augmented dur- 
ing tbe next few weeks. 
There are 


now r>,OC>2 rural carriers, and tlie num- 
ber will reach the 8,000 inflrk by the 
,end 
of the calendar year. .For the 20 


new routes established there were as 
many fourth class postoriiees discon- 
•tinued. It !s estimated that when the 
free delivery service Is installed it 
saves about half, its cost in the saving 
from discontinued offices. 


At a number of tbe otlices done away 


with the postmaster becomes the car- 
rier and simply delivers the mails nt 
the houses of his patrons instead of 
requiring them to come to him.

HUNTING IN ADIRONDACKS. 


Sportumicn Preparing; For Opening 


of Deer Suaaoa. 


The shooting seasou in the Adirou- 


dacUs will open In a few days, and 
sportsmen are showing considerable in- 
terest in the prosjHH-tK, says a dispatch i 
from Old Forge to tbe New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. 
Deer have been 


seen in the usual numbers along the 
forest trails and the highways.'and the 
outlook was never better for a success- 
ful season. Those wlio have recently 
been iu the woods after_speckled .'-""L 
"say" this will be a banner deer scnson 
if signs and marks, whicb are aa -;hick 
as leaves, count for anything-. One is 
scarcely able to find a thickly wooded 
place near the water which is not cov- 
ered with deer tracks. The deer season 
will last until Nov. 1C, and the hunters 
have the privilege of possessing game 
until Nov. 20. 


The- season for grouse will open Sept. 


15 aud close Dec. 1C. There are only 
eereiiD sections of tbe Adirondack* 
which p&vidc good shooting, and one 
of the best of then; is Piseeo lake, in 
Hamilton county. 


In addition to the deer and grouse 


shooting there are aow many bears, 
the number having increased, faster 
than grouse or deer in the last few 
years. There have at different tinsus in 
the last few months been persistent ru- 
mors of the presence of panthers and 
lyux, and it seems that the last wolf 
is yet to be exterminated. There is uo 
closed season in the Adirondack coun- 
ties of Ilerkimer. Jefferson, Lewis and 
St. Lawrence on bares and rabbits. 
Foxes and rabbits have been increasing 
•apitlly in numbers in the last few 
years. 


The hunters in the Adirondacks this 


season way encounter some elk and 
moose, as -~> of the former wore n-- 
eased on the shores of Forked lakf in 
tlie middle of the summer. It is known 
that sevi-ral moose have escaped from 
private preserves and are roaming the 
wilds. One of them, a bull moose, was 
killed by a hunter below Sarauae lake 
last fall, its slayer being lined heavily 
for the offense. 
Elk and moose iu tbe 


Adirondack are protected by law in- 
deliuitely.

Columbia in IS'JD is not known, but 
the sum has been estimated at not less 
than $150.000. says tbe Brooklyn Citi- 
zen. 
\Vituout a doubt !t cost over 


$."0.000 to carry her through the sea- 
son; probably the sum was much great- 
er than this. In the Oi-st part of the 
season her owners paid 
?1G.OOO for 


three suits of sails. And then there 
was the Defender, which acted as a 
trial horse to the Columbia. It cost 
just $50,000 for her to be a trini horse, 
but it was paid without a groan. And 
aow for tlse present seasou: 


It will have been noticed that the 


construction of each cup defender hss 
cost infinitely more than its prede- 
cessor. The fact is the TIerrcshofi's 
have charsed several thousands of dol- 
lars for each minute of extra speed. 
Following ihese deductions, the Cc-c- 
stitr.tiou tifis uticjuostionably cost KOI 
a ecu i loss, than .?i:00.000 to build. She 
has a la;ge tender, the steamboat 
Mount I'lcpe. and a crew of fiS men. 
Slie has tliree or four suits of sails, 
extra spars and the like, and she will 
jro into dlydock before the cup races. 
Outside of the $200.000 spent on her 
construction she will probably cost the 


vBelniout syndicate about $80.000. Then 
there is tbe cost of her trial horse, the 
Columbia- She will carry a crew of 
40 men. each .of whom will receive $35 
a month in wages. That makes $2.200 
a month. ?l1.000.for the five months 
she will be in commission.
